WALTER AT AGE OF SEVENTY. 



One Of Cloverport's Best Known and Wealthiest 
\ Citizens Survives Two Strokes of Paralysis 
and Succumbs to Third. 



A MAIN NOTED FOR HIS GENEROSITY.

. died last Thursday afternoon 
about 1 o'clock as the result of a 
paralytic stroke, the third in his life. 
The first stroke was received April 2, 
.4875, and the second on November 34, 
1886. Last Wednesday night, about 
8 :30 o'clock, be was taken with colic, 
which was followed at la HO by the 
third and rinal stroke of paralysis 
0 Death did not come to relieve his 
suffering until over twelve hours 
later. 

Mr. Walter was born, rn 1884. at 
Sobernhoin, Prussia. He was a son of 
John and Eliza Walter, wno immigrat- 
ed to America and settled at Rome, 
Ind., about 1842. His father was a 
butcher at Derby for abcut six years 
and tbeu came to this city to reside. 
In the meantime the sob got a position 
with a Col. Kinser, who operated a 
atore boat between Louiaville and 
New Orleans. 

After being in the employ or Col. 
Kinser tor nearly seventeen vears, 
Mr. Walter came to Cloverport and 
purchased the interest or Philo Duncan 
in the general merchandise Brm ot 
Vest & Duncan, alter which the firm 
was styled Vest 6c Walter. In 1878 
be sold out his interest to Wm. G. 
timart and retired from an active 
buainess life, on account of receiving 
i his first stroke of paralysis. However,

he was still able to go about a great 
deal and to look after bis bnsiness 
interests. Between tne first and 
second strokes, he traveled extensive- 
ly, making trips to Enrops, Cuba, 
California and elsewhere, accompanied 
by friends. The second stroke came 
on November 24, 1*86, and ever after- 
wards he was practically speechless 
and unable to care for himself. His 
every want was carefully looked after 
until the time of bis death by Mr. 
and Mrs. Cbas. May, at whose home 
he lived. During his active ousineas 
life be amassed a large estato, mostly 
in bonds, wJich has 
by Mr A B. 
Beckenridge Bank, which was clos-d 
Saturday out of respect to Mr.Waltei, 
who was connected with it many 
years as director and vice president. 

Only one publ c office was held by 
Mr. Walter. As a member of the city 
council in 1871 and as chairman of 
the street committee be agitated the 
movement wblch resulted in a three- 
foot grade on Main street, which wa& 
found afterwards to be an improve- 
ment. 

Frederick Walter was a man noted 
for bis kindness and generosity to 
ni« fellow men. In a sense, be was 
helpful in a double way, because 
be would not help a man who was 
in trouble until he had encorr.aged 
him to help himself. One of bis 



remarkable tmits was his i>ower as a 
reader of human nature. At the first 
impression of a stranger he could 
nearly always tell what manner of 
a man he whs. He was a member 
of the M. E. church of this city, 
with which he uniten about 1*7*. He 
was never married. 

Mr. Walter's estate was worth 
betwfen 110,000 and foo, ooo. All of 
his relatives are provided for in his 
will and #1.0<)<) is left to the Methodist 
oourch. All his bequests ; are left 
in trust, A. B Skillman and Wm. U 
Smart being the trustees appointed. 
At present it is not known when his 
will will be probated. 

Mr. Walter is survived by one 
Bister. Mm. Chas. May, Sr., or this 
city, and the blowing neices and 
nephews I Misses Eva anJ Eliza May 
and David J!ay, of this city: Walter 
May, Detroit.

The funeral was conducted from the 
residence of Mr. and Mrs. l.'na*. May 
Saturday afternoon at 2 o'clock, Rev. 
P. L. King, of*the Methodist ohurch. 
officiating. The interment was «t the 
Oglesby graveyard, southwest of 
the city. The pallbearers were C. K. 
Mook, of LDoisville, CJeo. May, of 
Cannelton ; aud Walter Smart. L. T.

Fred May, Jr., and C. B. Skillman. 
The funeral was one of the largest 
held in Cloverpoit in years.

His 
fines are not csst in places of the 
great and profitable organs of the 
metropolis, whose profits are reckoned 
Often by the hundreds of thousands 
of dollars every year, lint the country 
editor lives in and is a part of Lis 
community.

He could easily de- 
stroy the peace of the community by 
admitting to his paper the scandals

Realizing that the exclusive contract 
system whicn has made the American 
Tobacco Company so poweriul, was 
gradually rapping the strengtn <>t 
Canadian manufacturers and making 
slaves of Canadian retailers, to tne 
enrichment of the A. T. Co., and to 
the impoverishment of Canada, the 
parliament ot that government em- 
powered the Minister of Internal 
Revenue to can el the excise license 
of any^companv, which, in substance, 
sold goods on tne stipulation that the 
dealer should handle the goods ot no 
Other concern. 

The ettect of this is evident. The 
American Tobaccc Company will be 
forced to surrender their license to 
do business in Canada, or will havo 
to abnndou their most pernicious 
"system of txcltisive contracts. " 

The press at large has taken the 
matter up. both pro and con, and the 
consensus of ouiuiou seems to be that, 
in so far as tne act operates to check 
the Ameri'-an Tobacco Company, 
it is a most commendable one, and, 
seemingly at least, was effective.

Truces of trial by Jury 
are found In the reigns of William L 
and II., Henry 1. and Stephen, but it 
was not fully established until the 
reign of Henry II. Trial by Jury was 
first adopted In criminal cases iu tbe 
reign of John. 1189-00, aud was the 
established mode of dealing with them 
nt the end of the thirteenth century. 
Witnesses were examined aud evidence 
first laid before juries in the reign of , 
Henry VI.. 142241, but this change 
was not fully carried out till the time 
of Edward VI., 1547-53. Tbe laws re- 
specting juries iu Rngland were re- 
modeled June 22.

Tne explosive foroo of lightning act 
log on dead mod i* not, as a rule, so 
great as when living trees are struck, 
though Sir William Harris shows that 
"the masts of ships of the line, three 
feet in diameter and 110 feet long, 
bound with hoops of Iron half au Inch 
Ullck ami live inches wide, the whole 
weighing about eighteen tons, have 
been in many instances torn asunder 
and the hoops of iron scattered about 
the decks." It will be found, as a rule, 
that trtvs are struck by lightning far 
more often than are buildings, eveu 
If the trees and buildings are close to- 
gether. This is partly because the 
trees are higher. 

But there must probnbly be some un-

Ill these cases it is probable that the 
current sets up such a tremendous heat 
that all the sap In the tree is converted 
into superheated steam, which ex- 
plodes. The greater the heat the more of 
the cells in which moisture lies are ex- 
ploded and the greater the destruction 
of the tissues of the tree. As there Is 
moat moisture between the bark and 
the truuk the lirst and greatest explo- 
alon takes place there, Instantly driv- 
ing the bark away into apace. Fre- 
quently the explosion only takes place 
at that point 

Aa Sir Illrain Maxim pointed out 
nfter the great explosion of Mont 
Telee, a very similar method Is now 
used by the American manufacturer! 
of wood pulp. The jogs of lir are 
placed in a strong chamber, and there 
(Objected to the action of superheated 
ateam until the water In every cell Is 
converted Into explosive gas. The 
fhatnhcr is then opened and the log 
explodes, converting it*elf into wood 
powder.- London Spectator.

"Our officials huve several ways of 



said the Persian. 'The favorite meth 
od Is jto take them on a stand around 
which all the people of the town 
gather and then put out one eye. 
If the crime la not very great an arm 
la cut off or a leg severed. If It is only 
a trivial offense probably an ear is sac 
riflced. Very often lnno<-ent peopli 
are subjected to these torments, but it 
cannot be helped. 

"The Persians very seldom hang 
man for crime. If he kills another be 
Is fined |16 and allowed to go. if he 
kills ten or a dozen and tbe people 
finally decide that he ought to be put 
out of tbe way be la hanged But he 
is not hanged as they hang met 
this country. He Is banged by the feet 
and a heavy weight Is tied to his head. 
Then he Is allowed to die. If the ac- 
cused prisoner Is, a woman her hair la 
shorn from her bend, provided the of- 
fense Is a trivial one. If It la a serious 
one she may be turned Into a room 
filled with mad cats and be scratched 
to death. 

"Persian jails are dark cellurs and 
contain no furniture whatever. The 
government doesn't feed prisoners, this 
belug left to friends of tbe accused. 
If be happens to have no friends he 
will starve to death. Oftentimes when 
food Is brought by friends tbe keepers 
of the prison and the other officials ap- 
propriate It, so the prisoners have to 
go hungry. ' -Sioux City Journal.
